Barreled  apple-  prices'  yrere  not  much  changed  on- the  Liverpool  f-cti°n 
Wednesday,. February  17, -from  the  prices  ruling  last  we  (ft,  according  bo  a  .ab_e 
from  Fred  A.  Mots/ Fruit  -  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  foreign ^Service  ox  tn 
Department  of  Agriculture.    Virginia  Winesape  were  lower  and  New  Tor,  Baldwins 
somewhat  higher  than  last  -week  tut  Virginia  "Albemarle  ^^,^0^1^ rials 
and  Ben  Davis  sold  at  about  the  same  prices:    Sullies  of  Virginia Jorks and 
PiTo-oins  were  moderate.     The  balance  of  the  barreled  offerings  was  an  light  to 
very  light  supply.    Demand  was  good  for  all  'sorts"  except  Virginia  Ben  Davis 
which  were  in  moderate- demand..    The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good.    A  small 
quantity  of  basketed  Virginia  Albemarle  Pippins  was  offered.    These  were  in 
good  demand  and  made  fairly  good  prices.    The  light  supplies  of  boxed  stock 
which  consisted  mostly  of- Oregon  Hewtowns  and  Washington  Ortleys    were  in  good^ 
demand.    Prices-,- however ,  were,  little  changed  from  last  week.    The  condition  cu 
the  fruit  was  good.     Small  quantities  of  California  Winter  Nelis  were  offered 
at  the  auction.     Inquiry  for- the  fruit  was  moderate. 

Barreled  a^ple  prices  on  the  whole  ruled  somewhat  higher  at 1 London  Wed- 
nesday than  last  week- and  were  generally  higher  than  those  established  on  the 
Liverpool  auction;- -Prices  paid  for  boxed  stock  were  somewhat  below  last  wee*  s 
prices  but  about  the  same  as  those  received  for  the  same  varieties  at  Liverpool. 
Supplies  of  barreled  apples  were  light  with  the  exception  of  Virginia  Albemarle 
Pippins,  stocks  of  which  were  moderate.     Inquiry  for  Pippins  was  slower ;  Inter- 
est in  the  .barreled -offerings  was  generally  >ood.    With  the  exception  of  some 
lots  that  were  scalded,-  -barreled  apples  were  in  good  cdndition.    There  was  a 
moderate  demand  for  the  light  supplies  of  California  Winter  Nelis  that  were  of- 
fered.   Prices  were  higher  -than  those  received  at  the  Liverpool  auction  tor 
this  variety.
